A short time later there appeared in 
Town Topics a story that a prominent 
society’ woman had taken her daugh- 
ter to Europe to get her away from 
William Burden, a brother of James A. 
Burden Jr., because she feared there 
— - hereditary taint in the Burden 
amily. 

Young Burden could not bring him- 
seclf to prosecute Irving at the time be- 
cause he feared notoriety. Two years 
ago, according to his story, Irving 
called him-up on the telephone and 
said that he had a story about the Bur- 
den family that would not look: well 
in print. Burden told him to do his 
worst. 

A short time later, while Burden was 
attending a meeting of the directors of 
the Windsor Trust Co., Irving, he said 
forced his way into the room and told 
Burden he wanted him to pay $250 for 
a@ cartoon which was about to be pub- 
lished.’ Burden called him a blackmail- 
er and ordered him from the room. It 
was then that Burden seriously consid- 
ered prosecuting Irving.

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LEARS’ CHARGES. 

When a witness refuses to answer questions be- 
fore the grand jury on the ground that he will 
incur the enmity of the police and be driven out of 
town, it is time for public interest to become acute 
and curious. 

Lears’ charge amounts to an accusation of crim- 
inality. If there is anything in it the policemen 
involved must be considered part and parcel of a 
criminal conspiracy against public order and the 
safety of the law-abiding members of the community. 
In other words, the protectors of law and order are 
themselves the worst disturbers of the peace.

CLEVELAND, 0O., Dec. 16.—"Why 
Have European Titles a Value in Amer- 
ican Money?” is the subject of an arti- 
cle written for an evening paper by 
Baron Max Siegfried Von Schwaedler 
Schwartzenburg, who came to Cleveland. 
to demand that his father-in-law, Philip 
J. Kietel, a millionaire, support him. 
The Baron's wife, from whom he is sep- 
arated, gives him $40 a week, and he 
wants his allowance increased. The 
Baron writes: 

“I know -the subject, as you Amer- 
icans say, from A to Z. Of all European 
titles the German and Spanish are the 
oldest. The newness of titles in France 
and England lessens their value. Na- 
poleon destroyed the old nobility and 
created a new. . 

“The title of Castellane, whom I know 
personally, for example, is only 150 
years old; yet it was worth to Jay 
Gould's daughter $6,000,000. What, then, 
should a German title be worth? 

“In England an untitled person may 
have social position if he has money 
enough to maintain it. This is not the 
case in Germany. A butcher or a brew- 
er in my country may have millions of 
doliars and yet be no more socially than 
a hall porter. 

"The advantages of belonging to a 
line déscending directly from a reigning 
house, as does the house of Schwartzen- 
burg, are many. A member cf my house 
is always welcome at court in Berlin, 


and may enjoy all the privileges there 


that the Emperor's brothers themselves 
enjoy. 

Says He Stands Above Roosevelt. 

‘The President of the United States, 
visiting the Berlin court, would be 
courteously and hospitably treated as 
the head of a friendly nation should 
be, but it would be as a guest only and 
not as an equal. 

“Now, when a nobleman, who offers, 
as I do, such privileges at court and 
in the salons of Europe, marries a wom- 
an who has no title, he loses in social 
caste. He should be recompensed for 
this loss. Moreover, it can be readily 
seen from what I have briefly pointed 
out that an untitled woman marrying 
into a titled family should be made to 
pay for the privileges they can enjoy 
as the wives of noblemen. Besides, as 
with animals, so with men. You can 
buy any old hack~horse for a $10 bill, 
but you can’t buy a thoroughbred for 
a song. 

“Yellow dogs are thick in the street, 
tit the pedigreed kind cost money." 


Both Kietel and the Baron's wife re- 
plied to the Baron's statements. Kietel, 
gays, in part: ‘“‘“My son-in-law says titles 
@re worth money. He expects because 
he is the Baron that his father-in-law, 
who earned all he has, is going to 
support him in leisure. When a busi- 
ness man makes an investment he has 
“a right to look for returns from it. 
My answer to my son-in-laws claims 
that a title is worth Americ 
is that I have received no dividends 
I] ever made.’ 

e Baroness said: “Some day, when 
my husband gets his estate, we will 
live in Germany. I will be glad to use 
hig title then. Bearing a title while 
a wife is separated from her husband 
would not be exactly nice in democrat- 
ie America,"

Can Pass ‘Ziebold Bill. 

With five additions to the ranks of 
their supporters in the Council the ad- 
vocates of the municipal free bridge 
and unit vote have enough votes to cali 
the Ziebold measure from the pigeen- 
hole and pass it, regardless of the 
Ways and Means Committee’s policy 
with reference to the amended Wells 
bill.

Henry T. Kent confined himself al- 
most entirely to a plea for a more lib- 
eral allowance for public parks, and 
said he preferred the original Wells bill, 
which contained no provision for a free 
bridge, because it contemplated a larg- 
er expenditure for pleasure and play- 
grounds,
